Argument: Applicants disagree that it would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to combine the teachings of Bayley with the 
APA. 

Response: APA suggests that it is important to have a faster acquisition search algorithm, since the width of the conventional 
acquisition search window is not adaptively associated with the length of the mobile terminal inactive period. Hence, APA motivates an 
adaptively acquisition search window (page 6, lines 10-page 7, line 9 of the current specification). 

Bayley's invention ('173) has the benefit of adaptively determining the time necessary to perform reacquisition of a pilot signal in a 
slotted paging environment, without wasting battery power, and also without losing incoming messages (column 2, lines 51-55 '173). 

To support a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103, the collective teachings of the prior art must have suggested to one of ordinary skill in 
the art that, at the time the invention was made, applicant's claimed invention would have been obvious (MPEP 21 16.01 [R-2]). 



Argument: Applicants argue Bayley disclosing the reacquisition time is DEPENDENT on the shift change of the pilot signal phase, and 
not on the during of the inactive period. 

Response: In FIG.2, Bayley discloses defining a dynamic acquisition search window having a time width (R) which increases (R+ (-X)) 
216 in proportion to a time duration of an inactive period 218, wherein Sleep/inactive until R msec before next assigned slot (active), 
hence, Bayley discloses defining a dynamic acquisition search window having a time widht which increases in proportion to a time 
duration of an in active perod as recited in the claims. Besides, DEPENDENT is not in the claim language. 
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
